REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance of claims 24-28,40-46 is the inclusion of the limitations of an 
Inkjet recording apparatus that includes a flushing signal generating unit operable to 
generate a flushing signal that causes a recording head to jet ink particles only main ink 
particles through a nozzle so as to not form a mist. It is this limitation found in the claim, 
as it is claimed in the combination of, which has not been found, taught or suggested by 
the prior art of record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 29-33, 47-48 is the inclusion of 
the limitations of an ink jet recording apparatus that includes a flushing signal 
generating unit operable to generate a flushing signal that causes a recording head to 
jet only ink particles with a momentum greater than a predetermined value through the 
nozzle so as to not form a mist. It is this limitation found in the claim, as it is claimed in 
the combination of, which has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of 
record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 34-39, 49-50 is the inclusion of 
the limitations of an Inkjet recording apparatus that includes a flushing signal 
generating unit operable to generate a flushing signal that causes a recording head to 
intermittently jet sets of ink particles comprising a main Inkjet particle and minute Inkjet 
particles after the main ink particle through the nozzle, wherein the minute ink jet 
particles of a previous set combine with the main ink jet particle of a following set in a 
range of a predetermined distance from the nozzle so that an amount of the minute ink

jet particles scattered in mist can be reduced. It is theseJimitations found in the claim, 
as it is claimed in the combination of, which has not been found, taught or suggested by 
the prior art of record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
